Worries arise that repeal of DACA will 


chill foreign investment in the region

As he met with business 
leaders recently in downtown 
Los Angeles, Stephen Cheung 
listened carefully as a Mexi- 
can official expressed finan- 
cial concerns about President 
Donald Trump’s decision to 
end the Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals program, 
also known as DACA. 

Cheung, president of the 
World Trade Center Los An- 


geles, which leads the region’s 
efforts to attract foreign in- 
vestors, soon realized why 
Salomon Chertorivski, Mex- 
ico City’s secretary for eco- 
nomic development, was so 
concerned. 

Though the White House’s 
announcement on DACA 
wasn’t a direct attack on Mex- 
ico, Cheung explained that the
